ST. LOUIS, May N. -A tornado blow- 
ing at the rate of eighty miles an hour 
struck St. Louls at 6:15 o’clock this 
even'ng amd raged for half an hour 
with great fury. As à resuit hundreds 
of lives have been lost on both sides of 
the river. Many butidings were blown 
down, amd several river steamers were 
sunk with all on board. At present it 
is impossible to estimate the number 
of lives lost. The hospitals are full of 
injured; and the morgue contains many 
dead, while numerous slam lay every-

It is impossible to 
get off any more from here at present, 

DEATH REIGNS SUPREME. 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) May 27.—Death 
and destruction reign supreme in St. 
Louis and vicinity tonight. as a result 
of the most disastrous storm that ever 
visited this section of the country. So 
widespread is the destruction in both 
St. Louis and East St. Louis that it is 
impossible to even estimate the amount 
of damage and loss of life. Buildings 
of every description are in ruing, and 
as a result hundreds of people are re- 
ported dead and injured, but until day- 
light comes and order is restored it 
will be impossible to make definite

statements. 


Reports are in circulation that seven 
steamers lying at wharves, both on this 
and on the East St. Louis side of the 
river, have been sunk with all on board. 
The city is nearly in darkness, as the 
electric lights and trolley wires are 
down. With one or two exceptions all 
the street-car lines in the city are at 
a standstill, and thousands of people 
are compelled to remain down-town or 
walk. 


Tue storm broke about 6 o’clock in the 
‘afternoon, after a most oppressively 
hot day and rain began to fall. It soon 
developed into a fierce thunderstorm,

It is asserted by some of 
those who have traversed the down- 
town part of the city that there are few 
buildings in St. Louis that have not 
suffered in some way from the storm. 
Tonight the streets are in complete 
darkness, and travel in any direction is 
dangerous by the falling of live wires 
and debris. The wagon-way of the 
Eads bridge on the East St. Louis side 
is acrumbling mass of mortar and 
stone and paris of the tower and pier 
No. 1 were also torn away. Thousands 
of dollars will not cover the wreckage. 
An outbound accommodation train on 
the Chicago and Alton was wrecked by 
a broken rail, but fortunately nobody 
among the fifty passengers was hurt. 
A trolley car loaded with passengers 
bound to the southwest side is said to 
have fallen through to the railroad 
track below, but with what result is 


not known. The roof of the Republican 


convention hall was blown off, and a 
twenty-four foot section of the west- 
ern wall of the City Jail was blown 
clear down, exposing the interior. It 
was during exercise hours, and 200 pris- 
oners Were exercising in the building. 
They were panic-stricken and too 
frightened to escape. Jailer Wagner 
Was on the scene in a moment, and, 
with the aid of a number of detectives 
and policemen, the prisoners were 
placed in their cells.

John Sawyer, a member of the firm, 
and Emma Cheney and Isabella Ham- 
den, typewriters, were crushed to death 
under the walls. H. H. Sawyer, a 
member of the firm, was fatally in- 
jured.

The Cyclone broke at 5:15 o’clack, 
coming directly from the west, destroy- 
ing first the city proper, then crossing 
the Mississippi to East St. Louis, and 
after reging for half an hour, disap-. 
peared in the direction of Alton. 

There was little warning for the 
helpless people in the streets, the thou- 
sands on their way home from work, 
or the inmates of the great mercantile 
establishments of the city who had not 
yet left their posts of duty. 

Temporary hospitals abound in every 
part of the city. The armory at 
| Seventeenth and Pine streets has been 
opened for the care of wounded, and 
many injured have been taken into 
private houses. The city authorities 
at midnight are sending. mounted police 
through the city in an effort to ascer- 
tain if possible what the loss of life 
and the number of injured really is. 
So far as absolute facts are concerned, 
nothing definite can be learned before 
tomorrow. 

Among the houses known to have 
been destroyed are the furniture store 
of Frederick Ottendeis, at the corner 
of Broadway and Soulard, in the south- 
ern part of the city, where six men are 
reported killed; a saloon at No. 604 
South Seventh street, where nine men 
are reported in the ruins; St. Patrick's 
Church, at the corner of Sixth and Bid- 
dle streets. 

One thing that hinders the work of 
taking out the dead and rescuing the 
injured is the fact that every electric- 
light wire and telephone wire is down. 
This prevents communication between 
the various parts of the city, and the 
town being in absolute darkness, the 
work of rescue is going on with ago- 
nizing slowness. 

To add to the dismal situation, the 
rain which fell shortly after the tor- 
nado passed began again about 7:30 
o’clock and is now coming down in 
torrents. It is impossible to gét reports 
from the police stations, where many 
of the dead and injured have been 
taken, and consequently all statements 
in regard to the dead and wounded up 
to the present time are the merest con- 
jectures, but there is no doubt that the 
loss of life is greater than anything 
the country has known since the disas- 
ter at Johnstown. 

It is evident that the tornado pur- 
sued a track many miles in length, as 
reports from various railroad stations 
show that nothing has been received 
from any point west of here as far as 
Moberly. Scattered bits of information 
show that between Moberly and this 
city various small towns have been 
wiped out, and many persons killed in 
them. It was at first thought that 
scores had been killed at the Fair 
Grounds, in the western part of the 
city, where the roof of the grand-stand 
was blown off while the last race was 
being run, but it is now known that the 
people at the track saw the storm com- 
ing and, rushing out of the grounds, 
took refuge in the adjacent fields. 

At the time the storm struck the 
town and created such havoc, the ac- 
companying noise was terrifying. Peo- 
ple were picked up in the streets and 
dashed to the ground or against build- 

aa though they had been the mer- 
est straw. Three fire alarms were sent 
in. from. the poorhouse, which has 1200 
inmates...» The roof of that structure 
was ‘blown off, and it is feared that the 
number of fatalities there is great. 
As to the loss of life on the river, it

@Broad-beam Delegates Down the 
"Narrow-gauge’ Faction—The 
Band Ordered to Play. 
Vermont Democrats.

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) May 27.—Up- 
roarious and caustic in the extreme was 
the first day’s session of the seventh 
National Prohibition Convention. At 
least one-half the delegates were in a 
bedlam of confusion, and on feveral oc- 
casions the presiding officer had to call 
upon the band to play in order to quiet 
the disorder. 

It was a fight between the “broad- 
gauge,” or free-silver faction, and the 
single-issue, or “gold-standard” dele- 
gates from the East. The fight was 
precipitated a few moments after the 
convention was called to order, and at 
both the morning and afternoon ses- 
sions things in general ran riot. The 
free-silver faction carried the day, 
however, and at 6 o’clock this evening 
elected C. W. Stewart of Illinois perma- 
nent chairman over A. A. Stevens of 
Pennsylvania, who was backed by the 
gold-standard delegates. Tonight the 
free-silver faction is in an ecstasy of de- 
light over the victory. 

The convention was held in Music 
Hall at the Exposition building, and 
there were over five thousand spectators 
in attendance. It Was not as large a 
crowd as the leaders had expected, but 
there were enough people to fill the big 
hall, and what they lacked in numbers 
they made up in énthusiasm. 

The fight tomorrow will be, to begin 
with, over the platform. Elated with 
victory, the free-silver crowd is deter- 
mined to carry through a broad- gauge“ 
platform, while the opposition is quite 
as determined it shall be a single-issue 
platform, declaring for prohibition 
alone. Each faction claims a majority, 
but from today’s fight it would seem the 
factions are pretty evenly divided. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 
_ PITTSBURGH, May Long be- 
fore the hour for calling the National 

Prohibition Convention to order, the 
delegates had asesmbled at Music Hall 
at the Exposition building, and thou- 
sands of Prohibitionists from all parts 
of the country were present. The gal- 
leries and floor were crowded.

The call of 
the convention was read. Then H. L. 
Castle made an address welcoming 
the delegates to the city. He said: 
“Pittsburgh asked the privilege of en- 
tertaining the Republican convention, 
but St. Louis opened a free bar, and 
modern Republicanism could not re- 
sist the temptation of free drink. We 
did not ask for the Democratic. con- 
vention—Pittsburgh has a horror for 
dead things. There’s great fitness in 
the Democracy’s going to that city of 
the plains where there is such a splen- 
did chance for a burying ground, be- 
yond a possibility of tamination 
by air or water. I feel re I speak 
the heart of Pittsburgh when I wel- 
come you to our city, and bid you, by 
its indusiry and the surroundings that 
has made this city great, learn the 
road to greatness.” He concluded as 
follows: 

“And may God Almighty bless your 
coming, and may Almighty. God 
through you curse and blight and 
wither and destroy the legalized 
liquor traffic, the greatest foe to God 
and humanity ever invented in hell or 
patented on earth.” 

Chairman Dickie, in a brief reply, 
thanked Castle and the sitizens of 
Pittsburgh for the cordial treatment 
which the representatives of the Pro- 
hibition party had received. He 
thanked God that he had lived to see 
the party become of such proportions 
that it was now recognized through- 
out the nation. 

Chairman Dickie introduced the gen- 
tleman chosen temporary chairman by 
the National Committee, A. A. Stevens. 
Chauncey L. Dunn, of California, said 
he had a minority report to offer. He 
would present the name of E. J. 
Wheeler, and moved its substitution. 
He was ordered to sit down by Dickie, 
but refused. An uproar followed. 
Stevens took the chair. Dunn appealed 
from the decision of the chair. He was 
again told to sit down, and there was 
another storm of disapproval. 

“I'm asking Dickie to rule upon my 
appeal, yelled Dunn, “I won't submit 
to this gag rule.“ ; 

There were cries from all parts of 
the house for Dickie to make a ruling 
on the apepal. He came out at length, 
amid hisses and howls, and said there 
could be no appeal taken in an un- 
organized body. Finally, for har- 
mony’s sake, Wheeler withdrew his 
name after the police had been called 
in to eject unruly delegates. Wheeler 
was loudly cheered, and there were 
denunciatory cries against what the

His family was in St. Louis and, in his 
eagerness to get home, he climbed over 
the debris of the bridge on his hands 
and knees. over wrecked cars, dead 
horses and a mass of other debris. He 
informed a reporter the condition of 
East St. Louis is almost beyond descrip- 
tion.

In addition to those who were killed 
in their houses and in the streets, hun- 
dreds of dead are beneath the waters of 
the Mississippi River Ot all the 
Steamers on the levee when the storm 
broke, but one is now afloat. All the 
others have gone down; in many in- 
stances every soul on board being lost, 
and in others not. over two or three 
being able to reach a.place of safety. 
Among the boats destroyed is the ex- 
cursion steamer, Great Republic, one 
of the largest steamers on the lower 
river. Not a man escaped from her, 
and it is said she was crowded with 
excursionists when the storm came. 

The center of the city is a wreck. 
Many buildings have been demolished, 
and others partially wrecked. The 
streets are utterly impassable to street- 
cars, and in many places progress on 
foot is a matter of great difficulty. To 
nad to the horrors of the night, the 
electric-light plants were rendered in- 
capable of service, and the gas-lamps 
are also shut off, leaving the' city in 
total darkness. Fire also broke out 
in several portions of the city, and the 
fire department was unable to make an 
effective fight because of the choked-up 
condition of the streets, and the large 
number of firemen who were engaged 
in the work of rescuing the dead and 
wounded. 

The only authentic information from 
the stricken city tonight was sent out 
by the agent of the Associated Press, 
who managed to reach an outlying tele- 
graph office, and send the brief dispatch 
dated St. Louis, which is given above. 

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany announced that because of Its in- 
ability to keep up its wires, it would he 
impossible to send out any more mes- 
sages tonight from St. Louis or its vi- 
cinity. 

The reports regarding the duration of 
the storm are conflicting. About 8 
o'clock, the operator on the Wabash 
road at a small etation not far from 
East St. Louis managed to get the oper- 
ator at Decatur, III., long enough to 
send word that the roundhouse of the 
Wabash road was blown down, and that 
the freighthouse of the Vandalia was 
wrecked and thirty-five men were killed 
in the ruins. After he had told this 
much the wire failed him. Shortly af- 
ter 3 o’clock the Wabash operator at 
Decatur reported to the main dispatch- 
ers’ office at Forest III., that a cyclone 
had just passed through the country to 
the south of Decatur, and that it had 
done great damage. In a few minutes 
he sent word that a second storm had 
passed through the country almost ex- 
actly in the track of the first, and that 
he was unable to get any more infor- 
mation regarding it, but that it was 
thought to have done great damage in 
the country east of St. Louis. 

The operators on the Alton road were 
unable to get any information from 
their men in the neighborhood of St. 
Louis, but reported that just before all 
their connections with that city were 
broken off they had received word that 
there had been a severe cyclone at 
Rush Hill, Mo., which is a small town 
9 the Alton road not far from Mexico, 

0. 

The dispatchers’ office of the Illinois 
Central was unable all night to get any 
information from any point on the line 
south of Centralia. It was reported to 
them, however, that a cyclone had 
swept through all the country south of 
that point. . 

At East St. Louis the destruction 
seems greatest. H. C. Rice, the West- 
ern Union manager at the relay depot 
on the east side, climbed across the 
damaged bridge, and made his way 
into St. Louis. He reports that the 
National Hotel, Tremont Hotel, Mar- 
tell House, DeWolf Café, the plant of 
the Hazel Milling Company, Horn's 
cooper-shop and a great number of 
other buidings are blown down. Many, 
dwellings are wrecked, and many of 
their occupants are known to be dead. 
The Vandalia roundhouse, the Vandalia 
freighthouse, in which thirty-five men 
are sald to have been killed, the Balti- 
more & Ohio roundhouse, the Stand- 
ard Oil works, East St. Louis Elevator, 
Crescent elevator and twelve other 
freight houses on the levee are de- 
stroyed. 

The steamer Great Republic and 
several more excursion steamers, with 
all on board are reported to have gone 
down, and there is but one boat on 
the levee of all that were there before 
the storm came. It is difficult to esti-

PARTICULARS VIA CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—Oneof the great- 
est disasters of recent years over- 
whelmed the city of St. Louis tonight 
in the shape of a cyclone which be- 
gan shortly after 5 o'clock. and for 
thirty minutes tore in its awful way 
through the city with a velocity of 
over eighty miles an hour, Although 
“reports. from there are very meager, 
owing to the almost total destruction 
of the telegraph wires, it seems certain 
the number of dead and wounded will 
amount to fully 1000, and the damage 
done to millions of dollars. The city 


hospital, which, fortunately, survived 
the storm, is filled to overflowing with 


but a rough estimate would place the 
number at about one thousand. The 
Western Union and Postal telegraph 
companies have lost every wire out 
of the city. After. the sending of a 
brief dispatch to this effect, the tele- 
graph wires failed. One of the. worst 
features of the disaster is thought to 
have taken place at the racetrack at 
St. Louis, where the races were in full 
swing and the grandstand : crowded. 
Returns. from the St. Louis races 
are received at the track at Lake 
side, Ind., and a few minutes after 5 
o’clock the operator sending the re- 
port of the races stopped his work long 
enough to remark: "There goes the 
grandstand,” and then his wire col- 
lapsed and nothing more was" heard 
from him.

It is thought the 
storm swept over St. Louls from the 
northwest to ‘the southeast, as it is 
considered probable the storm which 
was reported in the afternoon at Rush 
Hill, Mo., would require several hours 
to reach St. Louis, and the blasts at 
the two points are reported as having 
been long enough apart to enable the 
storm to cover the distance between 
Rush Hill and St. Louis. 

The storm which tore through the 
country south of Centralia, III., is said 
to have occurred at about 6 o’clock, or 
an hour after St. Louis was devastated. 
These three points are in a direct line 
from northwest to southeast, and the 
weather officials are inclined to believe 
that the storm was one and the same. 

The Dads bridge, which is reported 
as having been badly damaged by the 
storm, was built in 1873, and was con- 
sidered one of the strongest arch 
bridges in the world. It was built with- 
out a drawbridge, and rose to an ele- 
vation in the center and sloped down 
to the shore on either side. There were 
upon it a double railroad track, which 
was used by the trains of all eastern 
‘railroads, a double passageway for 
wagons and a double pathway for pe- 
destrians. the reports received 
it ia not thought it is so seriously dam- 
aged as to delay the train service of 
the roads which use it, to any 
extent. 

At midnight it was reported at the 
dispatcher’s office of the Wabash road 
at Forest, III., that it was impossible 
to reach any point further south than 
Nameoki, which is nine miles north- 
east of St. Louis. The operator at that 
point said that up to midnight it had 
been impossible to obtain any definite 
information from St. Louis, but it was 
certain that fearful damage had been 
done. He said the ruins at East St. 
Louis were on fire and burning fiercely 
but could tell mothing more than that. 
He had not been able to obtain any in- 
formation from any of the Wabash 
trains that had passed his station since 
5 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The report of the damage to the 
bridge and the estimates of the num- 
ber of dead and wounded, he said, 
were not confirmed with any accuracy, 
and the report of the destruction of the 
relay depot in Bast St. Louis also 
jacked corroboration. 


THE DESTRUCTION IN AUDRAIN 
COUNTY 


special to the Journal from Mexico, Mo., 
says that Audrain county was visited by 
a terrific tornado this afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock. The total number killed at 
Bean Creek and Rush Hill is about 
eight. More than twenty-five were in- 
jured. Houses, churches, barns and 
schoolhouses were razed to the ground. 
The storm was preceded and followed 
by a terrible rain and hailstorm, which 
did incalculable damage. 

In the Bean Creek district a school- 
house was carried completely away, and 
a daughter of J. G. Ware, one of the 
pupils, was killed, and Lulu Eubanks 
and Hilda Blase, also school children, 
were fatally injured. 

Others along the route of the tornado 
in this district, whose names cannot yet 
be learned, are more or less injured. 

At the Dye schoolhouse, six or eight 

miles further southeast, not a pupil es- 
caped uninjured, and five children were 
killed, three outright, two dying later 
at this place. The schoolhouse was 
utterly demojished, and several of the 
children were blown a great distance 
away and were not found until several 
homs afterward, and then in a mu- 
tilated condition. 
About $10,000 worth of clothing was 
seattered over East St. Louis. The 
city hall, which had just been repaired, 
was completely wrecked. Court was in 
session when the storm came, but 
everybody got out in safety. ; 

Another building demolished was 
of Philip Strickler on the corner of 
St. Louis and Collinsville avenues. Mr. 
Stricker, his wife and several children 
perished in the falling walls 
Among other structures demolished 
were the National Hotel at the stock- 
yards, the Kleipel restaurant, the old 
relay depot and the Dublin House, an 
old bri building near it.

A BPRIGHTFUL DISASTER. 


For a fortnight past the telegraph 
has brought daily reports of disastrous 
tornadoes occurring throughout a 


large region east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The reports of these terrible 


visitations have come with sickening 


regularity, and the territory visited 
extends all the way from Texas to 
Michigan. 

This morning’s dispatches bring 
somewhat meager details of a calamity 
more disastrous than any that has pre- 
coded it in this chapter of horrors. 
The populous city of St. Louis, Mo., 
was visited yesterday afternoon by a 
tornado which plowed a furrow of 
death and destruction through a large 
portion of the town, leaving ruin and 
desolation in its wake. Owing to the 
destruction of wires, full and correct 
details of the calamity have not been 
received at this writing. But it ap- 
pears from the accounts thus far re- 
ceived that not less than one thousand 
persons have been killed or injured, 
and the victims of the storm may ex- 
ceed that number. 

The morgue and the hospitals of the 
stricken city are filled to overflowing, 
while many bodies are among the 
ruins of the wrecked buildings or be- 
neath the waters of the Mississippi, 
where many lives were lost by the 
wrecking of river vessels. The full ex- 
tent and horror of the disaster are not 
to be comprehended all at once. 

The storm seems to have extended 
over a large area, and it will probably 
be several days before all the details 
are known. It was more destructive of 
life and property in St. Louis and East 
St. Louis because there it encountered 
more lives and property to destroy 
than in the surrounding country. 
Bverything in the path of the storm 
was demolished, and where human 
habitations were thickest there the de- 
vastation was necessarily greatest. 

To add to the horror of the scene 
the electric light works and the gas 
works in St. Louis were disabled, so 
that the city was in darkness last 
night. This rendered the work of res- 
cuing the dead and injured slow and 
difficult, and precluded definite knowl 
edge as to the full extent of the calam- 
ity. Within the next twenty-four 
hours fuller details will have been 
gathered, and we shall know more 
definitely the extent of what, at this 
writing, seems to have been an almost 
unprecedented disaster. |

Upon 
that platform will stand William Me- 
Kinley, pledged to its support; and as 


the duty of every loyal State to sustain 
the credit and promote the use of the 
national currency.” 

The platform of 1868 declared that 
“the best policy to diminish our bur- 
den of debt is to so improve our credit 
that capitalists will seek to loan us 
money at lower rates of interest than 
we now pay and must continue to pay 
as long as repudiation; partial or 
total, open or covert, is threatened or 
suspected.” 

The financial plank of 1872 said: 
“We denounce repudiation of the pub- 
lic debt, in any form or disguise, as a 
national crime. We witness with 
pride the reduction of the principal of 
the debt, and of the rates of interest 
upon the balance, and confidently ex- 
pect that our excellent national cur- 
rency will be perfected by a speedy 
resumption of specie payment.”

THIRSTED FOR 
James Dunham's Insane 
Kage Escapes. 


Kills Col, MeGlincy and Five of 
His Household. 


He Pursues His Victims with Ax 
and with Gun. 


| The Vietoria Bridge Horror—People 
Stummed by the Disaster—Fruit 
Shipments from Sacramento 
County—Forger Arrested. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

SAN JOSE, May 27.—The most terri- 
ble crime in the history of Santa Clara 
county was enacted last night shortly 
after 12 o'clock, resulting in the wiping 
out of the entire family of Col. R. P. Mo- 
Glincy, one of the most prominent res- 
idents of Campbell district, six miles 
southwest of San José. Col. McGlincy, 
Mrs. McGlincy, her son and daughter, 
Minnie Shesler, a servant, and Robert 
Brisco, a hired man, were victims in 
the terrible tragedy enacted by the son- 
in-law ot Mrs. McGlincy, James Dun- 
ham. The only survivor of the family 
is Dunham's baby, who was found 
Sleeping peacefully by the side of its 
dead mother. George Schaeble, another 
hired man, barely escaped the fate of 
the others. ‘ 

The scene of the murders is the Mc- 
Glincy home, one mile south of Camp- 
bell Station. The only -witnesses are 
Schaeble, who viewed the killing of 
MocGlincy from the barn, and a young 
neighbor named Ross, who saw the mur- 
der from behind the barn. The colonel, 
his stepson and Brisco were in town 
last night and did not return until late. 
Dunham, his wife and baby, and Mrs. 
McGlincy were at home. The mania to 
destroy must have seized Dunham 
early in the evening, for from the fact 
that the of the women were cold 
when found, it is surmised that they 
must have been killed an hour or two 
before the return of the men. 

Dunham employed various methods of 
Killing. His wife, with whom he had 
lived happily, was stran- 

G, and der clothes were found 

wded down her throat. Minnie Shes- 
lers skull was split open with an ax, 
and clothes had been stuffed in her 
throat. Dunham’s most brutal work 
was on Mrs. McGlincy, her head being 
terribly crushed with an ax. 

James K. Wells, Mrs. McGlincy’s son, 
was the first to enter the house on the 
return of the men, and must have met 
Dunham in the dining-room, as there 
are evidences of an awful struggle, the 
floor being strewn with broken crock- 
ery. He was shot several times. 

McGlincy, on hearing the disturbance, 
entered, but on realizing the serious- 
ness Of the Situation, fied terror-stricken, 
screaming murder with all his might,

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN JOSE, May 27.—The most horri- 
ble crime in the history of the county 
—— perpetrated at Campbell, a small 
place southwest of this city at an early 
hour this morning. Col, R. P. McGlincy 
and wife, their daughter, Mrs. James 
Dunham; James Wells, a son of Mrs. 
McGlincy; a hired woman, Minnie Shes- 
ler, and a hired man, James Brisco, were 
killed by James Dunham, a son-in-law 
of Col. McGlincy, who made his escape. 

About midnight a neighbor by the 
name of Page heard the report of shots 
in the directton of the McGlincy home. 
Almost immediately thereafter came the

THE ASSASSIN. 

SAN JOSE, May 27.—James Dunham, 
the slayer of the McGlincy family, has 
not been captured up to a late hour. 

The Sheriff and his deputies are fol- 
lowing every trail, but have not yet 
caught a glimpse of him. He was born 
in this county about thirty years ago 
and married Miss Wells, step-daughter 
of Col. McGlincy, about one year ago. 
The marriage was never looked upon 
with great favor by the family. A 
few months ys he claimed to have 
been robbed of $1000 by two men. Col. 
and James Wells looked upon this es 
a “fish story,” and made no bones in so 
expressing themselves. Shortly after 
the marriage, he e in the bi- 
cycle business in Stockton. He did 
not prosper, and engaged in other ven- 
tures with the same result. He has 
lived at McGlincy’s home ever since. 
He has attended Santa Clara college 
for the last few months, studying 
telegraphy. 

Dunham has apperently d little 
attention to his e since Mrs. Dun- 
ham gave birth to a boy some four 
weeks ago, and has been perpetually 
wrangling with her ever since. 
A divorce imminent 
and had been discussed. Dun- 
ham’s family is well-known in this 
county. His brother and sister are at- 
tending the Normal School here. It 
is said that Dunham’s mother was in- 
sane, and was sent to the asylum. 

HOW IT WAS DON. 

SAN JOSE, May 27.—In Dist.-Atty. 
Herrington’s opinion, Dunham, who 
murdered the McGlincy family, only 
intended to kill his wife, but was 
forced to kill the others so as to leave 
no witnesses. The Shesler girl, hear- 
ing a noise, went to the scene and 
surprised Dunham, who then killed her, 
and, on the way out, was stopped by 
Mrs. McGlincy who had arisen, and 
had a struggle which ended ih her 
death. Before he could leave, Col. Mo- 
Glincy and Wells returned. Wella 
stopped to give instructions to Schae- 
ble. The Colonel was the firat to 
enter, and was struck with an axe, 
stunning him. Wells rushed by, 
grappled with Dunham, bore him to 
the floor and was then shot, as the 
bullets have an upward course. Dun- 
ham then pursu McGlincy, killing 
him and Briscoe as stated. 

At the inquest this morning, Charles 
Stewart testified to having been 
stopped by Dunham half a mile from 
the scene of the crime. Dunham 
asked him if he knew of anything go- 
ing on at McGlincy’s place 


L. C. Ross testified to having seen 
Dunham kill Col. McGlincy. Ross 
then went home for a gun. George 
Schaeble testified to having seen the 
killing of McGlincy and Briscoe. All 
of the witnesses are sure that the 
murderer was Dunham. The inquest 
then adjourned until tomorrow. 

WORKED AT SACRAMENTO. 

SACRAMENTO, May 27.—James C. 
Dunham, who is accused of having 
murdered several members of his wife's 
family in Santa Clara county, was for 
several months a resident of this city. 
He lived here with his wife, and was 
employed in a local cyclery. Sheriff 
Johnson has been requested to be on 
the lookout for Dunham, and has a 
number of deputies watching the roads 
leading into Sacramento.

‘THE VICTORIA DISASTER. 


Divers at Work Trying to Recover 
All the Bodies. 
VICTORIA G. C.) May 27.—The 
most terrible accident which ever oc- 


curred here was the falling of the elec- 


tric car through Point NMilice bridge 
y afternoon. The car on which 
the accident occurred held about 
eighty people. The weight of the car 
dragged it to the bottom, and the pas- 
sengers inside were drowned, only 
those on the outside being able to es- 
cape from the death-trap. 

“The work of réscuing the li and 
recovering the bodies of the d was 
dificult. Every available boat in the 
vicinity was pressed into service, and 
a few passengers who were floating 
around on debris were picked up. Sev- 
eral carriages were on the bridge when 
it. broke,..and they fell into the water.

A TERRIBLE SCENE. 

VICTORIA (B. C., May 27.~Thou- 
sands of sorrowing friends and relatives 
crowded around the approaches to the 
bridge where the terfMible accident 
which ¢ost over sixty lives occurred 
yesterday, eagerly scanning each body 
as it was brought to land. Mothers, 
crazed by the loss of husbands or chil- 
dren, attempted to jump into the water 
in their eagerness to rescue their loved 
ones; As body after body was brought 
to the shore, crowds rushed forward to 
search each mangled face, yet dread 
the possibility that it might be that of 
some one whom they hoped had escaped 
from the death-trap.. 

Twenty persons known to have been 
on the bridge at the time of the acci- 
dent are m g. and it is supposed 
that they have perished. The car reg- 
ister shows ninety fares, and it is prob- 
able that over 125 people were on board. 

On the surface of Victoria’ Arm, 
struggling people fought to gain the 
shore.

“by the Labor Congress. 


A well-attended meeting of the Labor 
Congress of Los Angeles was held in 
the Council of Labor Hall last evening, 
at which various political, social and 
economic problems were discussed. The 
meeting was opened by J. D. Bailey 
with an interesting paper on the subject 
of “Postal Savings Banks,” in which 
was shown the wisdom of making “Un- 
cle Sam” the custodian of the private 
as well as public funds of the people. 

S. A. Waldron, in a rousing extem- 
poraneous address, discussed the free- 
coinage-of-silver plank in the platform 
of the Labor Congress. Arguments 
were introduced and expounded by the 
speaker to demonstrate the necessity 
for a change in the monetary standards 
of the United States, so that silver shall 
be placed on a proper parity with gold. 

J. R. Rush followed the free-coinage 
speech in an able presentation of the 
subject of “Direct Legislation.” The 
meeting closed with an exhaustive 
treatment by E. L. Hutchinson of the 
question “National Ownership of All 
Means of Transportation and Commu- 
nication,”

Attention was called by the speaker 
to two such schools in and near the 
city, to which the churchmen were 
urged to extend their sympathy and 
support.

SCHOOL TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 
Division of Vernon School District 

Causes Dire Confusion. 

Teachers in what was formerly the | 
Vernon School District are having a 
hard time to collect their salaries, 
owing to the recent incorporation of 
all the Vernon school buildings within 
the city limits. As is known, a suit 
is now pending to overthrow the elec- 
tion by which this change was made, 
and, until it is decided, the salartes of 
the teachers seem likely to go glim- 
mering. . 

Prof. Reed is making a vigorous ef- 
fort to collect the money which is due 
him and the teachers under him, but 
County School Superintendent Riley 
refuses to recognize the warrants of 
either the old or the new board of 
trustees. 
Applications for warrants were first 
made to the board of trustees, with 
which the contract of the teachers, 
lasting until the end of the school 
year on June 1, had been made. The 
board issued the warrants without 
hesitation, but the County School 
Superintendent refused to honor them, 
for the reason that this board, having 
come into the city with that portion 
of the school district which was in- 
corporated, had no right to issue war- 
iene upon, the funds of Vernon School 

strict. The teachers then applied 
to the new board which has control 
over the district as it now stands, and 
new warrants were issued, but with no 
better result, as Mr. Riley holds that 
it is not yet decided whether or not the 
election will stand. 

Chief Deputy: District Attorney Hol- 
ton, to whom the matter was réferred, 
sent in the two warrants together, 
but still the County School Superin- 
tendent refuses to act. As the funds 
of the district are in the County Treas- 
ury, City School Superintendent Fo- 
shay has no power to order the cash- 
ing of the warrants, and so the 
teachers are at present whistling for 
their money. 

‘State School Superintendent Black 
is now in Los Angeles, and this morn- 
ing a conference will be held in which 
the vexed question will be referred to 
him. The County and City School 
Superintendents will be present. with 
City Attorney Dunn, and Mr. Holton 
of the District Attorney's office. It is 
to be hoped that some conclusion will 
be reached by which the teachers will 
speedily receive the amount that is 
due them. as some of them are greatly 
in need of money. 


WATER AT MONROVIA. 


Discovered by an Improved Divin- 
| ing Rod. 

Monrovia is rejoicing over the speedy 
termination of the water famine which 
has afflicted that pretty city in com- 
mon with the rest of the country. Of 
late, the supply has been so meagre that 
the water company has been obliged 
to restrict the citizens to using the 
water for only a small portion of each 
day. The state of affairs grew so in- 
convenient that “Doc” Crandall was 
called to the rescue with his divining 
rod. 

This is a somewhat complicated ma- 
chine, based on the principle of the 
old-fashioned forked wand of witch- 
hazel, and judging by results, it is quite 
as efficacious as that mysterious in- 
strument. Crandall and his machine 
made a thorough test of the ground, 
and at last located the long-desired 
water, which was declared by Crandall 
to be within twenty feet of the surface. 

Some incredulity was expressed, as. 
the popular supposition. was that all 
water in that section of the country 
lay at a depth of several hundred 
feet, but workmen were set to digging 
in the spot pointed out by the magic 
wand. Sure enough, at a depth of ten 
feet every indication of water appeared, 
the sand being saturated. The men 
went on digging, and at the last re- 
port had nearly reached the prescribed 
depth of twenty feet, and were expect- 
ing every moment to strike the hidden 
spring which was soaking the ground 
all around it.

‘the Butte reservoir project is now as- 
‘sured. The Geological Survey of the 
United States government, has been 
exploring there, for the depth of bed- 
rock, and the findings were most 
gratifying. At what is known as the 
No. 2 dam, six soundings forty feet 
apart were made. They showed bed- 
rock at the following depths: 34 feet, 
40, 56, 64, 61, and 63 feet. These depths 
‘are all feasible of attainment. At this 
site the box cafion walls are only 220 
feet apart. Nature, therefore, had 
done most of the work, Only a little 
work, of a million dollars or so, rea 
small in comparison with the stupend- 
ous results attainable, is now required. 
Such a dam would place the area of a 
whole county under irrigation. The 
lake formed would be twenty miles 
long. Stone in unlimited quantity is 
right at hand.

Los Angeles Railway Company 
Making Improvements. 


Immense New Engine and Two 
New Generators. 


Steamer Traffic with the Hawaiian 
Islands—Pushing the Main-street 
Road—Preparations for the 
Conductors’ Convention. 


In accordance with the general plan 


Los Angeles Railway Company has 
portant changes are being made in the 
Central avenue power-house, which will 
add greatly to the efficiency of the »ys- 
tem. 

Ever since the electric power-house 
was built. the offices have been in the 
southwest corner of thé building, occu- 
pying two floors, those on the second 
floor opening on a gallery which over- 
looked the engine-room. . As the enter- 
prize increased in size, the office rooms 
were fund to be cramped and inconven- 
lent. Not the least of the disadvan- 
tages was the fact that there was such 
a continual roar and-buzz from the ma- 
chinery that people who entered on bus- 
mess Bent could not hear themselves 
talk. Timid people, unused to machin- 
ery, were in dread every minute of 
touching a live wire or getting blown 
sky high by an exploiing boiler. 

The company decide to move the 
offices. There was no suitable place 
near at hand ready for occupancy, so a 
two-story frame building of nine rooms, 
looking much like an ordinary roomy 
dwelling, was erected on Central ave- 
nue just north of the power-house. 
About ten days ago the officers and 
clerks of the company moved into the 
new building and there they are estab- 
lished in great comfort and with plenty 
‘of room, though an odor of paint stiil 
pervades the atmosphere. 

Then extensive alterations were be- 
Kun in the power-house. The two floors 
— * — torn down and the 
* a0rmerly thus occupied will be 
added to the engine- room, 
uus size by nearly one-half. 
Some thirty-five men are at work on 
the alterations at present. They have 
-torn out the floors and partitions, and 
Are excavating a deep hollow, that the 
foundation on which the new machin- 
ery will rest may be deep and strong. 
The space between the present engine- 
room and the scene of operations has 
been closed with canvas, to keep out 
the wind and dust. This foundation 
will be laid in the same manner as that 
of the huge office buildings in Chicago. 
In both cases the ground is sand, a 
poor natural foundation. So a deep ex- 
Cavation is made. Then a solid mass 
ot conerete is laid, in this instance 
eighteen inches deep, over a space thirty 
by thirty-five feet in size. Imbedded in 
the coricrete are a number of massive 
Steel bars. On this solid substructure 
the building can be reared, and, al- 
though the ground underneath is sand, 
there is no danger of sagging, for any 
settling will take place evenly and over 

\ 8 eighteen-inch m - 
crete and steel will be dale up a maid 
of concrete eleven feet four inches in 
thickness. When this is done, there 
will be a resting place for the engines 
das solid as the everlastin hits. It will 
take about two weeks to nish the work 
of laying the foundation. When that is 
completed, the machinists will begin to 
install the fine new machinery which 
has been brought from the East ata 
heavy expense. This includes a 1200 
horse-power engine, one of the largest 
and finest in California, and an 800 K. 
W. generator. When this is done, and 
it will probably be completed within the 
next ninety days, the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company will have a complete du- 
plicate outfit of machinery. It will re- 
duce the danger of stoppages to a min- 
imum, for after the new machinery has 
been installed, if there should be an 
aceldent to one engine, the steam can 
be turned into the other and the cur- 
rent created with but a few minutes 
delay. It is not designed to use the new 
machinery all the time, but t has been 
bought chiefly to prevent the annoy-

TALK OF THE WEATHER. 


How Crops Have Fared in the Past 
Week. 

The climate and crop bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, for the week ending 
Monday, May 25, as compiled by Ob- 
server George E. Franklin, reports 
the weather during the first part 
of the week was cooler than the sea- 
sonal average with frosts in the north- 
ern districts which injured the bean 
and tomato crops and burnt vine shoots 
in low grounds. This condition was fol- 
lowed by a hot wave which set in on 
the 28rd, with dry land winds, and 
which culminated on the 26th, in the 
hottest May temperature of which 
there is an official record. The temper- 
ature reached 103 degrees at Los Ange- 
les on the 25th, which was five degrees 
in excess of any previous May record 
and exceeded the average maximum 
by fourteen degrees; several places re- 
port temperatures exceeding 100 de- 
grees; the highest reported from San 
Diego was 98 degrees. The warm 
weather was favorable for haying and 
harvesting of barley and ripening of 
deciduous fruits, but caused rapid 
evaporation of the soil moisture and 
will probably require early irrigation 
of orchards. 

San Luis Obispo county. San Luis 
Obispo city—Frost on the 18th killed 
the bean crop in some portions of the 
county. Rain on the 2ist and 22d fresh- 
ened up feed and grain. The weather 
conditions have been generally favora- 
ble. Husick—Early in the week frosts 
again killed tomato plants and burnt 
vine shoots on low grounds. A trace 
of rain fell Thursday night, followed 
by foggy weather. Crops are looking 
fine; bean and corn planting now in 
progress. 

Ventura county. Bardsdale—Hot, 
windy weather has prevailed for sev- 
eral days, very drying in its effect. 
Haying is fairly on and the crop is a 
fairly good one in this part of the Santa 
Clara valley. Bean planting, though 
late, is about completed. West 
Saticoy—The continued bright warm 
weather has been  0beneficial to 
haying and bean planting. Haying is 
in full operation; early. planted beans 
are up and are growing well. Highest 
temperature, 100 degrees; lowest, 45 de- 
grees. 

Los Angeles county. Los Angeles 
city—The weather during the first half 
of the week was cooler than the sea- 
sonal average, but on the 23rd a hot 
spell set in, which culminated on the 
25th in the hottest May temperature 
of which there is an official record. The 
highest temperature was 103 degrees: 
lowest, 46 degrees. La Canada— 
The prevailing winds were easterly; 
on the 18th they were brisk 
and cold, but on the 23rd light 
and warm. Foliage on pear trees is 
scant, but still blossoming. Citrus trees 
are loaded with young fruit, vinevards 
are looking well and full of buds. High- 
est temperature 79 degrees; lowest, 40 
degrees. 


Pasadena—Cool, windy 
weather prevailed the fore part 
of the week, but changed on 
the 23rd, and an intense hot 


wave set in, the temperature reaching 
100 degrees. The warm weather was 
beneficial for curing grain and ripen- 
ing fruit. Pomona—Summer is on 
in earnest.

DULL BOND MARKETS. Brad- 
street’s in commenting upon the state 
of the market for American securities 
abroad, says: 

“Dullness of the most profound char- 
acter has settled upon the stock and se- 
curity markets. London and New York 
alike share in the disposition in finan- 
cial circles to do nothing and to walt 
for developments, as well as in the ab- 
sence of any pwblic demand for specula- 
tive securities or for investments that 
are not of the safest character. There 
have been few incidents in the market 
during the last two weeks, and among 
them the only important one, apart 
from renewed shipments of gold from 
this country to Germany, was the plac- 
ing in London of a block of New York 
city 3% per cent. bonds, amounting to 
about 4,000,000 in all. This is not a very 
large sum for foreign investors to take 
but it is significant of the tendency now 
displayed by the British investing pub- 
lic, both to pay excessively high prices 
for first-class and indisputably safe se- 
curities, and to include in this class our 
municipal obligations or other bonds 
in cases where the standing and credjt 
of the debtor fulfills the most exacting 
requirements.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

CALIFORNIA LEMONS. The San 
Francisco Chronicle is impressed with 
the fact that the California lemon has 
firmly entrenched itself in the Ameri- 
can market and will be able to hold it 
against foreign competition in the fu- 
ture. The freeze in Florida, says the 
Chronicle, has not only opened a wider 
home market for the California lemon, 
but seems to have given that fruit a 
chance to entrench itself against fu- 
ture competition with both the domes- 
tic and foreign product. Having to 
A 
higher price for the fruit of Sicily, 
the eastern consumers have quickly 
learned to like the American variety 
for itself alone. “People were forced 
to buy it.“ says the Chicago Record, 
“and soon discovered that a lemon 
picked from a tree in California was 
just as good as one that had ripened 
on the southern slope of a Sicilian moun- 
tain. They were forced to conclude 
that it was as juicy and had as good 
acid and was also fine looking.” 

The Chronicle goes on to say that 
with the start that has been made dur- 
ing the past twelve months, both in the 
extension of trade and the planting of 
new groves, the California lemon 
should be able, in the course of a few 
years, to control the American market. 
Our people consume about 420,000,000 
lemons annually. There is lemon land 
enough in one single county of South- 
ern California, strange as the statement 
may seem, to supply the entire demand, 

The article concluded by saying that 
as Florida production is not likely to 
be revived on a large scale, the oppor- 
tunity to go into lemon growing—one of 
the easiest and most delightful pursuits 
in the whole domain of horticulture— 
is one that wise, investors with a taste 
for country life will probably be quick 
to take advantage of. The field is es- 
pecially and hospitably open to men 
who have small capital and the need of 
a large income. 


NEW USE FOR PRUNES. It is as- 
serted that prunes have become an in- 
dispensable article in the liquor trade. 
Prune juice has come to be accepted as 
a legitimate and desirable element of 
high grade liquors, refining, purifying 
and generally improving the beverages, | 
says the Wine and Spirit Gazette. It is 
almost universally used by blenders to 
tmpart an agreeable mellowness and 
flavor to their goods. California vig- 
nerons and distillers, it is alleged, And it 
invaluable in the perfection of their 
famous brandies and use large quan- 
titles of it. There can be no question 
that the wholesome properties of some 
liquors will be Improved in proportion 
to the amount of prune juice added to 
them. Prunes are a wirdlesome diet in 
whurever foria taken. 


LIGHT RAISIN CROP. Although it 
is a little early to figure on the raisin 
crop, reports indicate that the yield 
will be very light, both at Fresno and in 
the Southern counties. The young 
shoots were killed in many places by 
the late frosts, and such prospects as 
there are are for what is known as 
“second crop.” In consequence of the 
prospective scarcity of good raisins, 
prices are likely to rule higher and 
stocks carried over from last year will 
find a ready sale. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

LOS ANGELES MINING INTER- 
ESTS. At the opening of the Los An- 
geles Mining and Stock Exchange Tues- 
day evening, an address prepared by a 
committee of the Exchange was read, 
which is here produced in part and is 
well worth perusal, as it is perhaps the 
most comprehensive statement of the 
vast mining interests that center in 
Los Angeles, that has ever been made. 
The address says in part: 

“If the extent and possibilities of the 
minifig territory that is or can be made 
tributary to Los Angeles were better 
known, there would no doubt be gen- 
eral expressions of surprise that a 
mining exchange had not been estab- 
lished here long since. Comparatively 
few are aware that within our reach 
is the largest mining country that can 
be grasped by any one city on the con- 
tinent; that much of it is practically 
at our very doors, and that the devel- 
opments of the last few years indicate 
that in richness it will far surpass any- 
thing yet known, Southern California, 
southern Nevada, southern Utah, Ari- 
zona, western New Mezwo and the 
three northwestern States of the Re- 
public of Mexico, Chihuahua, Sonora 
and Baja California, constitute a vast 
territory, rich in mining possibilities, 
and it is the purpose of this organza- 
tion to develop and foster in all ways 
the mining resources of this great 
country. 

In our own city there are some 200 
people engaged in mining operations 
throughout this territory, with over 
$3.000,000 of capital invested. In Los 
Angeles county there are eight mills 
and about 300 miners working, while 
our: neighbor on the north, Kern- 
county, has twenty-five mills and as 


many as 800 working miners. Riverside 


county has thirty mills and 1200 miners. 
San Bernardino county, thirty-five mills 
and 1500 miners, and San Diego county 
twenty-five mills and 1000 miners. The 
Golden Cross mine in San Diego county 
has the second largest mill in the State, 
140 stamps. Southern California, by 
itself, is a very busy mining country, 
having a total of 125 mills, of 850 stamp 
capacity; the number of men mining 
for wages is estimated at about 3000 
while the number engaged in mining. 
both for wages and otherwise, is nearly 
6000. The total capital invested in mines 
in Southern California is estimated to 
be fully 315,500,000. From this brief 
statement of facts it will be seen that 
right at home the mining industry is 
one of considerable magnitude and full 

‘In Arizona the extent and richness 
of the mining count*y is almost mar- 
velous, splendid prospects and good 


mines being found throughout the ter 


ritory. Mojave N is the leader in 
the production (gold and silver, 
though its neighbor, Tavapal, contains 
the rich Congress mine, one of the 
largest gold producers in the south- 


west. In this county the famous cop- 


per camp of Jerome is situated, with 
its valuable copper mines, and the cel- 
ebrated Copper Queen mine at Bisbee 
is one of the richest and largest in the 
world. Big Bug. Bumble Bee, Crown 
King, Tip Top and Yarnell, all great 
mineral producing camps, are also in 
Yavapai county. Yuma county, which 
adjoins San Diego county on the east, 


among them Harrisburg, 
Ehrenberg and Harqua Hala, the great 
mine which was sold for a million and 
a quarter, and the Fortuna mine, which 
was sold as a prospect for $150,000, 
Pinal, Cochise, Graham, Apache and 
Coconino are other rich counties of 
Arizona which are producing large 
wealth and give promise of much more 
in the extensive prospecting going on. 

In the Republic of Mexico the 
mining possibilities are on a scale well 
nigh inconceivable. The States of So- 
nora, Sinaloa, Chihuahua, Durango and 
Baja California are enormously 
wealthy and are as yet virtually virgin 
territory, though many fabulously rich 
mines are now being worked.” |

panies which are operating in the

& capitalization of many million dol- 
lars, with properties worth as many 
millions more, and concludes:

Probably the greatest mining coun- 
try that ever will be known is close 
to Los Angeles and is as yet almost 
entirely undeveloped, owing to the 
lack of transportation facilities. This 
is Southern Utah and Nevada, and it is 
inevitable that within a very few 
years this great country will be opened 
to conquest by Los Angeles through 
the construction of the Salt Lake rail- 
road. The mineral prospects of this 
portion of the great Southwest are 
simply wonderful. Gold, silver and 
copper abound and it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that there are mountains 
of excellent coal and the best iron 
only waiting for a means of transpor- 
tation to reach a market. Added to 
these, asphalt and petroleum are found 
in large quantities. 

It is the aim of, this association to 
assist to the utmost of its power in 
the development of the resources of 
this vast empire ond to bring to Los 
Angeles all its mining business with 
the attendant stimulation of all

I put the will care- 
fully away. and the following day the 
lady returned in a frightful state of 
excitement. and wanted to buy the book 
back at my own price. I guessed what 
she really wanted, but thought it rather 
strange that she shouli ask to buy the 
book instead of merely asking to be al- 
lowed to examine it, which would have 
been just as effective. However, I told 
her I had found the will, and supposed 
that that was what she wanted. She 
looked confused, but confessed it was, 
so I handed it to her and she went 
away.

EXCITEMENT IN CHINATOWN OVER 
THE MURDER OF HOP YICK. 


The Oil Refinery Attracting Wide- 
spread iInterést—Memorial Day 
Will Be Very Generally Ob- 
served—July Fourth to Be Made 
Memorable. 


VENTURA, May 7.— (Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Tuesday night, or rather 
early Wednesday morning, Chinatown 
in this city was thrown into a state of 
great excitement over the report 
brought in by a Chinese vegetable gar- 
dener that there had been a free fight, 
ending in the murder of Hop Yick, one 
of the best-known Chinese truck gar- 
deners in the county. The location of 
the homicide was Hop Yick’s vegetable 
garden on Ventura avenue. 

Investigation developed the fact that 
at or about 11 o’clock Hop Yitk, who 
had spent the evening in the Chinese 
quarter in this city, had on his return 
to his ranch, sought a fight with his 
partner, Sung Yick. Both men went for 
their shooting irons, but Sung got his 
work in first. hitting Hop twice, once 
in the right leg, breaking the bone, and 
once in the back of the head, the leaden 
messenger carrying death with it. 
Hop’s body was found this morning by 
28 Charlebolse lying as he fell when 


Both men are well known in this com- 
munity, having resided here for years. 
The trouble between them grew out of 
money troubles over the leasehold of 
the 160-acre ranch, which is the prop- 
erty of Gasper Orena of San Francisco 
and, Santa Barbara. Sung Tick is. in 
hiding in the brush, but his friends 
claim he will surrender when the ex- 
citement dies out. Hop Yick evidently 
intended to do up his partner, as Tues- 
day afternoon he informed Frank 
Blackstock of this city that he was fixea 
for a big fight when he got home. 

The verdict rendered by the Coroner’s 
jury was that Hop Yick came to his 
death at the hands of some one un- 


known. 
OIL REFINERY. 


The second run of oil at the 9 
resulted in the productiun of an ven 
finer grade of illuminating oil than was 
first run or expected. A pure water- 
white oil has been manufactured, and 
steps are now being taken to increase 
the capacity of the plant. The material 
has been ordered, and will be placed in 
position as rapidly as possible. Sam- 
ples of the product are on exhibition at 
the Hotel Anacapa, the headquarters 
of the company, and have attracted 
widespread attention, as the opinion 
prevailed that a pure white illuminating 
oil was impossible of manufacture from 
Ventura County crude oil. 

C. F. Moorehouse, one of the finan- 
cially interested backers of the refinery 
enterprise, was until very recently a 
resident of Pasadena, Los Angeles 
county, where he has been prominent 
in social and commercial circles for the 
past five years. He is an expert on 
petroleum products. In conversation 
with the representative of The Times he 
said that in his judgment the oil indus- 
try in this county had barely reached 
the first stages of its infancy, in spite 
of the fact that it had been protitably 
carried on for twenty years. He said 
further that the only limit to the future 
possibilities of the industry would be 
the demand for the crude and refined 
product. 

WEATHER AND CROPS. 

Since Saturday last, and up to this 
morning, a warm wave has held full 
sway throughout this county. In this 
city on Monday, the thermometer 
ranged in the ninety line, while back 
from the coast in the mountain dis- 
tricts, 102 to 106 deg. prevailed. It 
Was a sure enough scorcher, and some 
little fear prevailed that the bean crop, 
just showing above ground, would suf- 
fer. Reports from all sections, how- 
ever, have stilled the tongue of rumor 
which threatened impending disaster, 
as no damages have resulted. This 
morning there was a good, cooling, 
damp fog, which checked all signs of 
wilt on the Vines. Today it is cool and 
pleasant, with rain signs in the air.

Ransburg. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 27.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) A prominent min- 
ing man, just in from the Mojave Des- 
ert, reports that the mercury has regis- 
tered 126 deg. for the past two days. He 
says the desert country is filled with 
prospectors, many of whom are inex- 
perienced in desert life, and he expects 
many deaths from thirst will be re 
ported, as there never were so many 
novices on the desert as now.

Platt’s Acts Producing Open Re- 
bellion in New York. 


Cleveland Said to Be Enjoying 
the Spectacle. 


Protest from Bankers of Buffalo. 
Composition of the Democratic 
National Convention—Depew 
Wears No Collar. 


(Buffalo Special to New York Trib- 
une:) President George E. Matthews of 
the New York State McKinley League 
made a significant statement this morn- 
ing. It indicated a purpose on the part 
of the McKinley managers in the event 
of McKinley's nomination to take ‘the 
campaign out of the hands of the Re- 
publican State Committee and put it in 
care of the special machine organized 
for the purpose.

“It means just what I said—whatever 
is deemed for his interest.“ 

“At present,” Mr. Matthews added,

atime. And the number of them grows

the country to permit such attacks as 
have been made upon Mr. McKinley to 
go unrebuked.

ago, there was not a central station in 
the country; now there are 2500 electric- 
light companies, and about 200 munic- 
ipal plants. These central stations 
represent an invested capital of $300,- 
000,000. In addition, there are about 
7500 isolated plants, which account for 
a further expenditure of 3200, 000. 000. 
The capacity of these 10,000 ingtalla- 
tions is indicated by the fact that there 
are produced daily for their use from 
50,000 to 75,000 incandescent lamps; 
that the annual consumption. of car- 
bons in arc lamps is 200,000,000, and 
that 500,000 stationary electric motors 
are operated by the current which they 
generate. An even more wonderful 
growth is the electric railway, which 
dates back but ten years. At the pres- 
ent time, there are no less than 1000 
of such roads in. this country, ing 
12,000 miles of track, operating 35,000 
cars, and involving an investment of 
about $750,000,000; moreover, this. in- 
vestment is increasing annually at the 
rate of $100,000,000 for new roads’ and 
new equipments. This industry? strik- 
ingly exemplifles the relative enterprise 
of the New and Old World. Against 
900 electric railways in this country, 
there are less than 100 in all Burope; 
and in electric lighting, the output of 
a single company in New York, or of 
a single con:pany in Chicago, is greater 
than the combined output of all the 
stations in the brilliant city of Paris. 
The success of the powerful electric 
locomotives built for the Baltimore tun- 
nel service, is regarded as c m to 
bring about a general revolution in 
methods of transportation, which. will 
result, not only in ‘greater comfort and 
better service to the püblie, but in euch 
a sdving to the companies themselves, 
as will place many roads, now on the 
verge of bankruptcy, on a prosperous 
and dividend-paying basis. In all prob- 
ability, there are still left.people who 
talk of electricity being in its in- 
fancy,” but any doubt as to its having 
far outgrown the juvenile stage is set 
at rest by some figures which have 
been lately compiled in tie various 
branches of the art.

NEW YORK, May 23.—In the course | 


power of a flame. The question how 
many candle-power a lamp has, can 
be settled. without any great difficulty. 
The surest results are obtained by 
means of a grease 8 In its most 
simple plication, the experiment 
can be tried easily at home. A sheet 
of White paper With a grease spot in 
the center, is put into a frame, and 
placed between two flames of different 
lighting power; for instance, between 
an ordinary stearine candle and a 
petroleum lamp. When the frame is 
equally distant from the two unequally 
bright flames, the grease spot can be 
seen plainly on both sides. By moving 
the frame with the sheet of paper 
slowly toward the less bright ‘light, 
that is, the stearine candle, it will ar- 
rive at a point where the grease spot 
has apparently disappeared on both 
sides of the paper. This illusion al- 
ways exists when an equal lighting 
power prevails’ on both sides of the 
paper, and there is no side light. This 
is the point at which to determine how 
much stronger is the light of the lamp 
than that of the candle. If the candle 
is twenty inches from the paper, and 
the lamp sixty inches, and yet both 
sides of the. paper are equally bright, 


the light of the lamp will be as strong 


as that of nine candles. The calcula- 
tion is based upon the distances, the 
figures of which are multiplied by 
themselves and then divided. In this 
case, for instance, sixty multiplied by 
sixty, divided by twenty, multiplied by 
twenty, equals nine. This, of course, 
is a very primitive method, but it em 
bodies the principle utilized in the 
delicate measurements of the labora- 
tories. The grease spot always re- 
mains the base of the modern instru- 
ments for measuring light. whether it 
is replaced by milk glass, or it ap- 
pears as an ideal grease spot in the 
place of an uncovered point ‘of a mir- 
ror. The unit for measuring light is 
now the so-called Hefner candle. This 
candie consists of a wick, saturated 
with acetate of amyl. Its flame has 4 
height of forty millimeters. It is used 
more particularly when the sources of 
light possess naturally a certain simi- 
larity. The comparison of the power 
of red gas light with that of white 
arc light or incandescent light, is made 
most accurately by special instruments. 
UTILIZING WASTE POWER ON 
RAILROADS. 

A straw which points to the future de- 
velopment of a remarkable source of 
economy in freight railroad traffic is 
the utilization of the weight of the 
freight which is proposed on a new 
road in Northern Michigan. The road 
‘runs from Lake Superior fifteen miles 
inland to the mines, and in this distance 
the total grade amounts to a rise of 800 
feet. The freight will be almost en- 
tirely iron ore, which is brought down 
in special cars, which are returned 
empty to the mines. The cars will be 
run in trains of ten each, each train 
being supplied with an electric gener- 
ator, connected with the axles. The 
grade is such that the loaded cars run 
by their own ‘weight, and the dyamos 
generate a current, which is taken off 
upon a trolley and used to haul the 
empty cars back. It is thought that the 
difference in weight of the loaded and 
empty cars will give power enough to 
overcome all leakage, friction, etc. The 
engineers are figuring on using the 
dynamos as motors on the return trip, 
and thus saving expensive machinery. 
The experiment will be awaited with 
interest.

FORCING PLANTS BY ELECTRIC- 

Some highly interesting experiments 
in the development ot plants by the 
electric light have been concluded by 
the Cornell department of horticulture. 
By using electric light during the day 
time, Prof. Bailey produced lilies fully 
two weeks before the plents grown un- 
der natural conditions flowered. The 
effect on lettuce was very marked. The 
plants were Jarger and much more, 
rapid in growth than those raised in the 
ordinary way. Investigations are to be 
continued on different plants, and the 
effect on vegetation of the Roentgen 
rays will also be determined. Tests will 
also be made on plants-by electrifying 
the atmosphere in which they are 
grown. Ozone is specially grateful to 
some classes of plants, while to others 
an abundant supply of it does not ap- 
pear to be essential. The same differ- 
ence is found in plants subjected to the 
influence of the electric light. For in- 
stance, while lettuce thrives astonish- 
ingly under the electric-light treatment, 
electricity is a positive detriment to 
peas. . 
A STRIKING ELECTRICAL ADVER- 

. TISEMENT. 


A very striking and novel form of 
electrical advertising is to be at- 
tempted at the opening of the Earl’s 
Court Exhibition in London. A sign 
containing. a series of luminous words 
formed of incandescent lamps will .be 
constructed. The letters of the words 
will be raised 300 feet from the ground, 
and each letter will be *forty feet in 
height. The whole sign will cover an 
area of about 10,000 square feet. From 
tests that have been made, it is ex- 
pected that the illumined letters will be 
visible , on a clear night, at a distance 
of six to eight miles, but whether they 
will be legible so far away rémains to 
be seen. 


ARTIFICIAL FOG AS A PROTEC- 
TION FOR ORANGE TREES. 


The serious injury inflicted on the 
California orange crop recently by frost 
has naturally had the effect of bringing 
out a large number of plans for the 
protection of the orange groves in Cal- 
ifornia. One inventor asserts cor.fi- 
dently that any orange tract can be 
fully protected .against the severest 
frost that the State is ever likely to be 
visited by. His plan ds to create an ar- 
tificial fog, whieh*everhands the trees, | 
and keeps them, from harm. It is a 
familiar fact that there is no danger 
ffom frost on a cloudy night; the clouds 
prevent the rapid:radiation of heat from 
the earth, and thus serve as a sort of 
blanket. A fog, which 6 an earth 
cloud, serves the same purpose. The 
orchard provided with the fog-making 
device is underlaid by a system of small 
pipes that carry water. Connected with 
these are perpendicular pipes which rise 
to a height of forty feet in the air. At 
the top of these pipes, which run 100 to 
every ten acres, are two “cyclone noz- 
zles, which discharge the water in a 
fine spray in an upward direction. 
When the water is turned on the air is 
said to be charged with a fine fog-like 
mist. This turning on is done either 
automatically, by an electrical arrange- 
ment, which is actuated when the ther- 


or by the watchman, who is awakened 
by the sounding ‘of an alar attached 
to a thermometer whenever the air be- 
comes cold enough for the orchard to 
need its mantle of mist. It is said that 
within a few minutes of the turning on 
of the water in the pipes and spray noz- 
zles, the mist fills the air to a height of 
forty-five feet, and any breeze drifts it 
about like a bank of fog.
